PROBLEM IN ENGLAND BEING
SOLVED BY U. 8, AND SOUTH
AMERICAN COMPETITION,

NEW YORK, Nov. 17~The pesition
of e beef trade In this country i=
In & very Interesting state at the pres-
ent moment, says a Tribune dispatch
from London. Although  smaller
auantities of dead meat have b¥en ship
ped recently from the Unitéd States,
vel prices have not been maintained ut
all suceessfully by the great American
houses In the Smithfleld market, This
I8 on account of low competition from
fouth American meat shippers which
has become, to the great satisfaction
of the English element In Smithfleld,
of a formidable nature,

Finding they were prevented by the
Enxlish board of agriculture from ship-
ping cattle allve to England, the South
American houses some months ngo set
to work In earnest to ship dend meat.
At first they tried freexing It but with
pdor aucceas, for the cargoes came to
market in much the same state ns Aus-
tralisn frosen meat—hard and alto-
wether outclassed by the American chil-
led beef.  The latest shipment from
South Amerlea, however, was In the
opinfon of the market practically as
fine in condition as the American chil-
led beef and It sold at prices only a
shade below those of the American
commodity.

The problem of cheaper meat also Is
brought nearer to solution by the news
that Argentine has agreed to accept the
terma which the board of agriculture
has =0 long stipulated for as the only
condition upon which British ports
could be reopened to livestock from
that country.
